SUB J : VISIT OF ARGENTINE PRESIDENT TO URUGUAY 

1 . SUMMARY. PRESIDENT VIDELA OF ARGENTINA MADE A 48 
HOUR VISIT TO URUGUAY JUNE 28-30. THE VISIT WAS CAPPED 
WITH THE ISSUANCE OF A COMMUNIQUE WHICH, AMONG OTHER 
THINGS, EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE UN AND OAS, REJECTED IN- 
TERVENTION IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF STATES, AND CONDEMNED 
VIOLENCE, TERRORISM AND SUBVERSION AS ASSAULTS ON THE RIGHTS 
OF MAN. IN OTHER OPPORTUNITIES PRESIDENT VIDELA SPOKE 
OF HIS STRONG BELIEF IN THE DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM OF GOVERN- 
MENT, BUT REITERATED HIS GOVERNMENT'S POSITION THAT 
DEMOCRACY REQUIRES A FIRM FOUNDATION AND THAT THE GOA HAS 
NO TIMETABLE FOR ITS INSTALLATION. THREE PRIVATE MEETINGS 
WERE HELD WITH PRESIDENT MENDEZ, BUT DETAILS OF THE CON- 
TENT OF THEIR DISCUSSIONS WERE NOT MADE PUBLIC.

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2. THE FORTY-EIGHT HOUR VISIT OF PRESIDENT VIDELA JUNE 
28-30 CUMINATED WITH THE ISSUANCE OF A JOINT COMMUNIQUE OF 
APPROXIMATELY 2,000 WORDS CONCERNING SUCH MATTERS AS RE- 
SPECT FOR INTERNATIONAL LAW, SUPPORT OF THE UN AND OAS, 
INTERVENTION IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS, SUBVERSION, THE MAL VINES 
(FALKLAND) ISLANDS, LAFTA, SUB-REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT, WATER 
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RIGHTS AND EXPLOITATION AND NUCLEAR ENERGY, AND SUPPORT FOR 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF BI-NATIONAL ENTERPRISES. UNOFFICIAL 
TRANSLATION OF CERTAIN PARAGRAPHS OF THE DECLARATION FOLLOW: 

A. (BOTH GOVERNMENTS) "RENEW THEIR UNALTERABLE RESPECT 
AND ADHESION TO THE NORMS OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND TO THE 
FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES WHICH GUIDE RELATIONS BETWEEN STATES. 
ESPECIALLY THOSE WHICH GUARANTEE JURIDICAL EQUALITY, SOVER- 
EIGN SELF-DETERMINATION OF PEOPLES, NON INTERVENTION IN 
INTERNAL OR FOREIGN AFFAIRS, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY, 

PEACEFUL RESOLUTION OF INTERNATIONAL DISPUTES AND THE NON- 
RECOGNITION OF TERRITORIAL CONQUESTS ACQUIRED THROUGH THE 
USE OF FORCE, THE RENUNCIATION OF THE THREAT OR USE OF 
FORCE, AND THE FAITHFUL COMPLETION OF AGREEMENTS. 

"BOTH GOVERNMENTS RATIFY THEIR COMPLETE ADHESION 
TO THE PRINCIPLES AND OBJECTIVES WHICH ARE THE FOUNDATION 
OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND EXPRESS THEIR CON- 
VICTION THAT THIS IS THE APPROPRIATE FORUM TO CONSOLIDATE 
THE MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL SECURITY OF ALL 
MEMBER STATES THROUGH THE SOLUTION OF WORLD PROBLEMS. AND FUNDA- 
MENTALLY THROUGH COLLECTIVE ACTIONS WHICH FURTHER THE 
PRINCIPLES OF COOPERATION BETWEEN STATES MORE THAN THE IN 
DIVIDUAL INTERESTS OF EACH STATE. 

C. 'THEY REITERATE THEIR AGREEMENT WITH THE PRINCIPLES 
WHICH GUIDE THE ACTIONS OF THE OAS IN ORDER TO SAFEGUARD 
PEACE, ASSURE JUSTICE AND PROMOTE COOPERATION; UNDERSTANDING 
THAT THESE PRINCIPLES STRENGTHEN THE DEFENSE OF SOVEREIGNTY, 
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TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND THE INDEPENDENCE OF MEMBER STATES. 

D. "THEY ARE ALSO IN AGREEMENT WITH THE NECESSITY TO 
PROMOTE THE PROCESS OF REFORMING THE INTER-AMERICAN SYSTEM 
IN A WAY WHICH FAVORS ITS BEING ADEQUATE TO THE REALITIES 

OF THE CONTINENT AND THE PROMOTION OF NEW MECHANISMS OF 
EFFECTIVE REGIONAL COOPERATION WITH THE VIEW OF STRENGTHENING 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF ALL THE AMERICAN STATES. 

E. "THEY REAFFIRM THEIR RESOLUTE WILL TO OPPOSE WHAT- 
EVER MEDIUM OF OUTSIDE PRESSURE OR COERCION OF A POLITICAL 
OR ECONOMIC NATURE WHICH TENDS TO ALTER SOVEREIGN DECISIONS 
ON POLITICAL POSITIONS, OR RELATIVE TO THE FREE DISPOSITION 

OF THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES, OR TO FREE TRADE BETWEEN STATES. 

F. "THEY NOTE THEIR FIRM DECISION TO REPULSE EACH AND 
EVERY MANIFESTATION OF VIOLENCE WHICH LEADS TO AGGRESSION 
OR THE THREAT OF AGGRESSION AGAINST THE ESSENTIAL RIGHTS 
OF HUMAN BEINGS AND WHICH DISTURBS PEACE AND NATIONAL AND 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. 

G. "REITERATING THEIR FULL ADHESION TO SUCH PRINCIPLES 

AND FUNDAMENTAL VALUES, THEY EXHORT THE WORLD COMMUNITY 
AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, WHICH MUST WORK FOR THE 
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MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND SECURITY, TO ADOPT WITH NECESSARY 
URGENCY, APPROPRIATE AND EFFICIENT MEANS TO PREVENT AND 
PENALIZE TERRORISM. THEY PERSIST IN THEIR CONVICTION 
THAT THE EFFORTS AND SACRIFICES OF BOTH COUNTRIES IN A 
FIGHT AGAINST SUBVERSION, WHICH IS AN AGGRESSION AGAINST 
THE ETHICAL AND ESSENTIAL PRINCIPLES ON WHICH IS FOUNDED 
THEIR COMMON SYSTEM OF LIFE, AND WHICH ATTACKS THEIR 
INALIENABLE RIGHTS, WILL PERMIT THE DEFINITIVE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A STATE OF PEACE AND LIBERTY CAPABLE OF STIMULATING THE 
MORAL STRENGTHENING OF THEIR PEOPLE AND TO ASSURE IN A 
VERY SHORT TIME THE PROVISION OF WORK AND SOCIAL WELFARE 
TO FUTURE GENERATIONS. 

H. "THEY CONFIRM THEIR UNRESTRICTED SUPPORT OF EFFORTS 
WHICH FAVOR THE SOLUTION OF SERIOUS PROBLEMS CREATED BY 
THE CONTINUANCE OF THE LAST VESTIGES OF COLONIALISM AND 
THEY RATIFY THEIR GRAVE CONCERN OVER THE CONTINUANCE OF 
COLONIAL SITUATIONS IN AMERICA WHICH AFFECT THE MAINTENCE 
OF PEACE AND SECURITY NECESSARY FOR HEMISPHERIC RELATIONS." 
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3. THE TWO GOVERNMENTS CALLED FOR THE QUICK CONCLUSION 
OF NEGOTIATIONS ON THE MALVINAS (FALKLAND) ISLANDS WITH 
RECOGNITION OF ARGENTINE SOVEREIGNTY, A REVITALIZATION OF 
LAFTA, AND A STRENGTHENING OF SUB-REGIONAL INTEGRATION IN THE 
CUENCA DEL PLATA. THEY ALSO AGREED ON THE NECESSITY FOR 
RATIONAL USE OF THE AREA’S RIVERS WITHOUT PREJUDICING ANY 
STATE, COOPERATION IN PETROLEUM EXPLORATION AND ON THE EX- 
CHANGE OF INFORMATION AND TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE 
PEACEFUL USE OF ATOMIC ENERGY. 

4. PREVIOUS TO THE ISSUANCE OF THE JOINT DECLARATION, 

VTDET.A STRESSED ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS HIS STRONG PREFERENCE 
FOR A DEMOCRATIC FORM OF GOVERNMENT AND A SOCIETY BASED 
ON LAW. IN A VISIT TO LAFTA HE NOTED THAT INDIVIDUAL 
LIBERTY IS MUCH MORE IMPORTANT THAN MATERIAL WELL-BEING, 

BUT ADDED THAT ECONOMICALLY IMPOTENT SOCIETIES ARE FERTILE 
BREEDING GROUNDS FOR EXTREMISM. HOWEVER, IN HIS PRESS 
CONFERENCE AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE VISIT VIDELA MADE IT 

Cl .EAR THAT HIS GOVERNMENT HAS NO FIXED TIMETABLE FOR THE 
INSTALLATION OF A DEMOCRATIC FORM OF GOVERNMENT IN 
ARGENTINA. HE SAID THAT IN ARGENTINA ELECTIONS OF ANY TYPE 
WERE A LONG WAY OFF, BUT THE GOVERNMENT WAS ALREADY IN THE 
PROCESS OF DEVELOPING A DEMOCRACY. 

5. ALSO IN THE FINAL PRESS CONFERENCE, VIDELA WAS ASKED 
HIS OPINION ON U.S. POLICY TOWARDS LATIN AMERICA AND AR- 
GENTINA. DECLINING TO ANSWER THE QUESTION IN THE FORM IT 
WAS PUT, VIDELA SAID THAT THE UNITED STATES HAD A RIGHT TO 
ITS CHOSEN GOVERNMENT AND TO THE POLICIES THAT GOVERNMENT 
WISHES TO PURSUE. ARGENTINA, HE ADDED, RECOGNIZES ONLY ITS 
OWN PEOPLE AS ITS JUDGE. "EACH TIME THAT SOME 

OUTSIDER TRIED TOJUDGE OUR INTERNAL AFFAIRS, ARGENTINA, WITH 
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ALL DUE RESPECT, BUT WITH COMPLETE RESPONSIBILITY, RE- 
AFFIRMED ITS PRINCIPLES OF SELF-DETERMINATION AND NON-INTER- 
VENTION. BECAUSE IT IS A FREE COUNTRY, IT DOES NOT, AND 
WILL NOT, ACCEPT OUTSIDE INFLUENCES ATTEMPTING TO MEDDLE 
IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS." 

6. THE TWO-DAY VISIT, MARKED BY VERY TIGHT SECURITY 
TOGETHER WITH A HEAVY CEREMONIAL SCHEDULE, GAVE 
VTDET.A HARDLY ANY OPPORTUNITY FOR DIRECT PUBLIC EXPOSURE. 
NEVERTHELESS, TELEVISION COVERAGE OF THE VARIOUS EVENTS 
PROVIDED AN IMAGE OF VIDELA AS UN HOMBRE SIMPATICO, A GOOD 
AN SIMPLE MAN, BUT ONE OF UNUSUAL INTELLIGENCE. 

7. VIDELA MET PRIVATELY THREE TIMES WITH PRESIDENT MENDEZ, 

BUT DETAILS OF THEIR DISCUSSIONS WERE NOT REVEALED.
